the sultan intends to pay the indem- 
nity. 


To Sever Diplomatic Illations. 


In official circles here there- is small 


expectation that Turkey will pay- unless 
the screws be put on a great deal harder 
and as yet no decision as to the next 
move of the United States has been 
reached. 
Probably nothing will be de- 


termined on till President McKinley and 
Secretary Hay can get together next 
Monday. 


The severance of diplomatic relations 


ie inevitable unless Turkey surprises the 
United States and the world by paying 
the indemnity long due. 


There is a pause in the negotiations 


justcou'. The United States has not 
officially served an ultimatum Dr threat 
upon Turkey. But it hae endeavored 
by plain speaking through diplomatic 
channels both here and at' Constanti- 
nople to convince the porte that the 
United States is determined that this 
indemnity shall be paid. 


Ultimatum >cxt in Order. 


This failing, the next step will be to 


recall Captain 
Griscom, 
our charge 


d'affaires, and to eend no one to take 
his place, but asking another govern- 
ment to look after American interests in 
the Turkish empire. 


If the President wishes to make the 


rebuff to Turkey more pointed he can do 
it by sending the Turkish minister his 
passports. That would be a long ways 
short of n declaration of war, or even of 
hostile intent, but it would amount to a 
declaration before the world that in the 
opinion ot the United States the Tur- 
kish government is not worthy of con- 
tinuance of diplomatic relations with 
this government.

over a partially sleeping tcwn, very 
early hours being kept 'here, when the 
Boers must know men and women 
uiay be killed indiscriminately. - 


"For this last shot wearied women 


aud children generally wait before 
leaving their shelters aud seeking their 
beds iu their various houses. But some- 
times, as a refinement of cruelty, it is 
uot lired at all, anil these evenings 
the poor .tilings creep to bed at last 
\vith many forebodings. 


"A curious phase of the Boer char- 


acter is the much vaunted observance 
of the Sabbath, and on this day by a 
sort of mutual agreement neither side • 
tires a shot. Pale women and children | 
emerge from the laager dressed iu their 
Sunday best, the shops are open a:ul do 
a lively trade, services go on in the lit- 
tle English church, still almost uninjur- 
ed, aud every oue is aide safely to ride 
and walk a.bout the towu and outside 
ou the veldt, within our lines. 
.So dif- 


fereut is the aspect of everything that 
'jue could hardly believe it is the same 
towu. 
In tile afternoon, under the 


auspices of the C. O., sports are orguu- 
ized, the baud plays, and every oue 
thoroughly enjoys himself. 


"Other Sundays the ollicers of the 


garrison engage iu a polo match aad 
dispense tea to their friends, and al- 
most the whole towu turns up ou the 
polo ground, fairly reveling iu the fresh 
air aud sunshine. 
There 'is no doubt 


that to every oue. but more especially 
to the women aud children, this happy 
oue day in the seven is au inexpressi- 
ble boon and that their spirits are kept 
up aud their health improved by living 
iu anticipation of this outing." 


The London Times correspondent de- 


i scribes the process by which the be- 
, sieged sometimes get supplies of fresh 
beef at the Boers' expense: 


"Black and white alike take part iu 


sniping, but to the native here the 
siege has brought the means aud op- 
portunity of indulging iu a pastime of 
quite a different character. 
If sniping 


be the rule by day, cattle raiding by 
night gives to the natives some'protit- 
able employment. 
During last uight
